ANSWERS TO YOUR QUESTIONS ABOUT SUGAR 


Q. How does Canada get its share of world 
sugar supplies? 


A. World stocks are pooled by the Combined 
Food Board of the United Nations which allots 
sugar to Canada, United States and-Great 
Britain on a uniform per capita basis. 


Q. Where does the rest of the world sugar 
supply go? 


A. To other claimants, including liberated areas, 
European igutrals, Russia, the Middle East, 
New Zealand and other sugar-importing coun- 
tries. Approximately one-half of this tota’ 
is destined for liberated areas. 


Q. Is there less sugar in the world today? 


bs A. Yes. Because needs are up and production is 
down, world sugar stocks reached a new low 
at the beginning of 1945, By the end of the 
year, they will be down again, this time to a 
dangerous minimum. 


Q. Why is there more demand for sugar? 


A. The rising demand largely reflects the needs 
of liberated areas. 


Q. Why is there less production? 
A. World sugar output is lower for these reasons: 


1. Enemy occupation of some sources such 
as Java and the Philippines. Java, of 
course, is still in Japanese hands and, 
although the Philippines are liberated, 
production is not expected to be restored 
until late in 1946, i 


2. Other export countries have experienced 
serious shortages of Jabour and fertilizer, 


3. Record drought conditions and hurricanes 
have also cut into production in the im- 
portant West Indian area,

(gianedian flying men have moved 
a lot of strange cargoes both 
at home and abroad in the leit 
several years, but when. a Quebec 
Airways Boeing took off from 
Quebec City Airport the other day, 
bound for Chicoutimi, it carried 
one of the strangest loads of all — 
26 babies, not one of them over 
five months old! 

The infants were being trans- 
ferred from La Creche Saint-Vin- 
cent-dle-Panl in Quebec to Chicou- 
timi—a long train ride, but only 
an hour away by air. L’Abbe Ger- 
main, priest in charge of the 
orphanage, contacted officials of 
Quebee Airways, a Canadian Paci- 
4ic Air Lines subsidiary, with the 
yesult that the babies flew, and 
all in one plane-load. Ordinarily, 
the aircraft carries ten_passen- 
gers and 9 crew of three. But with 
Sister Coeur Immacule and Sister 


Marie dela Reparation, who were 
also making’ their first airplane 
flight, the tetal number of souls 
aboard was thirty-one. Even so, 
with each baby weighing an 
average of ten pounds, it was a 
far lighter load than customary. 

Special three-place eribs, made 
of plywood, were built so that 
each box would fit into one seat 
in the airplane. Wrapped snugly 
in baby blankets, and strapped in 
both boxes and sculs, even the 


roughest of air could not have 
tossed the tiny infants out. And 
as it turned out, there wasn’t 
even one bump on the entire trip. 

“They didn’t give a bit of 
trouble”, said Stewardess Joan 
Harland, a veteran hostess of the 
airline. “After the take-off, they 
just went to sleep, and that’s all 
there was to it!” 

Bachelor Captain Art Leach, 
pilot of the plane, didn’t have 
much to say: “They were squeal- 
ing when I went forward before 
take-off, and they were squealing 
after I landed”, he announced 
grumpily. 

Said First Officer Gordon Alex- 
ander: “I didn’t hear a thing. Had 
the ear-phones on all the time.”
